"The custom of blessing food for the first meal 
of Easter arose from the discipline of fasting 
throughout Lent and the special fast during the 
Easter Triduum. Easter was the first day when 
meat, eggs, and other foods could again be 
eaten. Although not an obligation, the special 
fast during the Triduum may still be observed, 
as well as the tradition of blessing food for the 
first meal of Easter. According to custom, food 
may be blessed before or after the Easter Vigil 
on Holy Saturday or on Easter Morning for 
consumption at the First Meal of Easter, when 
fasting is ended and the church is filled with 
joy." (Source: Book of Blessings)

Last Wednesday evening the Landscaping, Maintenance, and Liturgy committees met together to 
do some brainstorming about a number of projects that we as community of faith are looking at for this 
coming spring and summer. 

First we talked about a new sign and where it should be located, as our old sign was taken down 
due to the road construction scheduled to start the middle of March. We considered building a bell 
tower as well—could this be somehow incorporated into the sign? Some expressed the need to have 
our sign identify more clearly that we are a Catholic community of faith. We spent some time teasing 
out some images or symbols that would mark and proclaim to the Piedmont Valley that we are 
grounded in our Catholic tradition of Word and Sacrament. 

We also looked at some ideas for a prayer garden that would come off our new patio and move out 
into the trees at the back of the church. Some of the ideas were Stations of the Cross, a Rosary path, a 
space that would highlight the Beatitudes, perhaps a labyrinth or a gazebo. There could be some 
benches and flowers and a water feature that would draw one into prayer. 

Monsignor O'Connell shared with me his vision of Mary's Path, which would be unique 
in honoring Our Lady of the Black Hills. The pathway could incorporate scriptural aspects 
of Mary's life, such as the Annunciation, Visitation, Wedding Feast at Cana, Presentation, 
Assumption, and others. 

We are looking for your suggestions as we continue to brainstorm and pray about these 
ideas. If you would like to join in on this project, or if you simply have some ideas to share, please 
contact Becky Lyle at 787-6536 or Jim Wranek at 787-5168. 

I would like to conclude by sharing with you a quote from the United States Conference of 
Catholic Bishops Built of Living Stones: Art, Architecture, and Worship: 

Paths provided for those approaching on foot, especially paths that lead to the principal gathering space outside 
the building, should receive special attention. The space at which these paths converge should be welcoming 
and hospitable, drawing together those who assemble for worship and providing for those who wish to linger in 
conversation with one another after liturgical services. Pavement patterns, borders, and configurations; 
shrines containing images in sculpture, mosaic, or other art media; as well as planters and outdoor benches 
help with the passage from the mundane to the sacred action of worship.
